IRESULTS IN ACQUITTAL

Vbrdict for refendant in Case Erought
Under Smoke Law.

Court Rules That Emissions From

Smoketsick Must Constitute Nul-

sance In Order to Convict.

The case of Mr. 0. G. Staples, charged with
having vilited the smoke law at the Na-
tional Hotel, as published In yesterday's
.t-a.r, r'sulted in a verdIct of acquittal. This
rIlt folloead the construction placed tipon
the law by Judge Scott. Prosecuting At-
te-rnoy Mo llowny noted an exception to the
jidge's ruling, and gave notice that he
wuld take the case to the Court of A-
iaidils.
After The Star's repiort closed yesterd.!y

afterno"n Attorn-y 1H. F. Woodward, for
the defense. allel i.number of wits''sea,
who 0elared that the snke from the Noa-
tional ltot-I smkestack was not a nuisance,
,so far as they were concerned, and that the
smoke nad not injured their property in any
respect.
Mr. Mullowny objected to the introluc-

lion of this testimony. The law, he ar-
glied. declares that such smoke is a public
nuisance, and, he said. it is inot for wit-
ne-sses to say that Congress had no au-
thority to declare it to be a nuisance. He
read the law to the court. as follows:
"That the owner. agent. lessee. or occu-

pant of any builing of any description
from the smokestack or chimneys of which
there shall issue or be emitted thick or
dense black or gray smok" or cinders with-
In the District of Columbia on or after the
dav abyve named shall be deemed and held
guilty ,f creating a publie nuisance and of
vii'latitg the provisions of this act."
Judge Seilt overruled the objection and

admittid the testimony.
Under t he ruling of the -ourt. Mr. Ml-

lOwny sail, it was hardly netecssary for nim
to proceel further in the vase.

11r. Siaples madte a statement of his side
of Iie as. tie said h- had a device co'h-
nocled with his smokestack that was guar-
anteed to consume Sol per cent (of ite
smeoke. Other tntimony was heard and
prayers were submitted.

The Law Construed.
The court's construction of the law is

shown In a pray r of the defense, which
reads:
"The jury are instructed that unless they

believe, from the evidence, that the dense
or thick black or gray smoke emitted from
the defendant's chimney on the 10th day
of October, 1899). was of a nature detri-
mental to the property which was close
enough In proximity to it to be affected by
it injuriously, or was of a nature to be an-

noying to the public at large, then It was
not and did not constitute a public nui-
sance, and the defendant should be ac-
quitted."
The prosecuting attorney noted an excep-

tion to the granting of this prayer. A
prayer submitted on behalf of the prosecu-
tion asking a different construction of the
law was not granted.
In view of the court's ruling. Mr. Mul-

lowny made no address to the jury, and a
verdict of ecquittal was rendered,

AMUSEMENTS.

PADEREWSKI'f RECITAL.-An au-

dience said to have been the largest that
ever attended a concert In this city greeted
the great Polish pianist, Jan Ignace Pad-
erewski, on the occasion of his recital at
the Columbia Theater yesterday afternoon.
Paderewski himself had held the financial
record of recitals. but yesterday he ex-
ceeded his own record by several hundred
dollars. Every seat in the house was occu-
pied, as was all the available standing
room. and this vast coneurse of people
was largely composed of women and girls,
who before the recital b-gan kept up a per-
fect chatter of conversation, which sounded
like the rustling of leaves before a brisk
wind. When the great pianist made his ap-
pearance he was loudly applauded. He has
aged in appearance. and his face Is fuller
than formerly, though it still -etains the
spirituelle expression that. together with
his mass of tousled tawny hair, was his
trade-mark when he first came to this
country. There is no question that Pad-
erewski has <deve!oped intellectually since
his last visit here. He plays with more
feeling. more vitality, more effacement of
self. To the musician and the lover of mu-
sic oniv the work of the artist Is consld-
ered. and in this case the result is perfectly
satisfactory. Paderewski seems to have
grasped the inner meaning of the works he
Int-rprets. and to be able to present the
composers' bet thoughts. Ie justities all
the prais' that is bestowed upon him, for
his genius is unique and positive.
His program yesteriday was sufficiently

varied to satisfy the mist captIous musical
taste. It included Bach, ethoven Schu-
mann, Chopin, Rubinste!n. Strauss. Liszt
and a minuet of his own composi-
tion. The intricactes of the Liszt ar-
rungement of the Bach fantasia and
fugue in A minor were given with an
case and grace that charmed his audi-
ence and was an agreeable preparatin
for the Beethoven Fentasia Appassioratu
which fol'uwed. In this he was heard to
peculiar advantage, and he brought out its
effects In splendid style. Perhaps his work
was more masterly In this than in anyother selection, for it was most enthustas-
tIcally applauded. Then came the Liszt ar-
rangement of two of Schumann's songs,"Hark! Hark! the Lark" and the "Erl
King," both of which were magnificientlyplayed, the dellcate work in the first form-
ing a fire contrast with the weird and dra-
matic tr-atment of the secind. A group of
Chopin numbers showed the piantst's sym-
pathy with that composer. each number be-
Ing given with poetic feeling and excelent
tonal coloring, the Military PolonaIse re-
ceiving ao much applause that an encore
wo)uld have been insisted upon had he not
wisely varied the arrangement of the group
and played the etude op. 10), No. 3, last.
'Ihe Rubinstein Btarcarolle was beautifullyplayed. as was his own minuet in A minor,
although this will never be as popular as
his first minuet in F. Tausig's arrangement
of Strauss' waltz, "Man lebt nur einmal,"was played in splendid style, and the I.lszt
Hungarian Rhapsody No. I; was given with
all the tire, feeling and effect that It de-
mandled. This final nunmber worked the au-
dience lnto stich a pitch of enthusiasm that
the applause continued and would not cease
untIl the ptianist returned anid played again.
The recital was undoubtedly one of the

most, if not the most enjoyable, musical
events in years. It demonstrated Paide-rewski's continued popularity and that his
hilrl upon the public Is filly justilled by
his great genIus, To a technical skill that
Is marvelous he adds a perfect knowledge
of the us'e of the pedals unsurpassed by
any oth~er performnance. Back of this niere
miechanical skill is an intellectuality that
eniable him to aeize the. momposers' mecan-ing an-1 a miagnetic personality that inter-
prets this nieatniing to his listeners, making
themi feel withi him the b~eauities of the
worcks play-I. In Variety of equipment Pa-
derewskl Is not surpassed, If equaled, by
atny lianist n',w befo~re the public.

"THE MESSIAH."-There is a perennial
freshness about Handel's "Messiah" which
has justified its atnnual repetition for ten
years by the Chotral Society. The comple-
tion of the decade gives a fit opportunity
for a special celortiion of a kind, so far as
can be learned, never before attempted in
this country. The entire work, as Handel
wrote it. it is well known, would consume
four hours in its rendition. It has conse-
quently been 'he rule to make liberal cuts
In the work, so as to make a concert of
about two hours in length. While different
omissios have been made in different
years. the result of this plan has been that
s'me of-the choruses of very great beauty
and a few of the solos have never been
heard in this city, The work was carefully
studied during the summer, and it was
fotund that an arrangement could be made
for two concerts, each of which would be
complete in itself from the standpoint of
the sacred story, and whIch would together
include all the music which Handel wrote.
'the principal solos are to be given each
evening, To make the presentation more
t:rilliant David Bispham has been engaged
for the first concert, December 261, and
Mine. Gadski for the cecond, on January 2.
How great the additional expense is of such
engagements can be seen from the fact that
an entire quartet of acceptable singers has
frequently been engaged for no more than
either of these, The chorus will be larger
than for a number of years at this season,
reaching about 130t. its quality, especially
in the male choir, is much superior to past
seasons, and Prof. Kaspar. the conductor.
says that in all his years with the society
the tenors have never been so good as this
season.. Mr. Bispham will sing the entire
bass part of the oratorio, something never
before done in Washington. The soprano
at the first concert will be Mrs. Charles B.
Morton of Baltimore. She is well known in
social circles there, being connected with
the Bonaparte family. Her music, taken
up purely as a pastime, developed with the
discovery of the capabilities of her voice
into very great importance, and she has
already sung the solo soprano parts in
"Elijah" and the "Redemption'' In Balti-
more to the satisfaction of that most diffi-
cult of audiences. une composed in large
part of personal friends. She is gifted, aswell, with a charming manner and personalattractiveness. andl displays that taste in
dress which is always expected of the ladies
of our sister city. A reprerentative of the
Choral Society, who vlsited Baltimore to
hear her, speaks with enthusiasm of thedelicacyt of phrasing and finish of expres-sion with which she sings, as well as or herdelightfully clear enunciation.
